.\bout the 1st of August last, the deceased 
was taken suddenly ill - th e symptoms of his sickness 
were rather of a peculiar character, as appeared after­ 
w ards, which created suspicion. 
Pierson languished

He died alone, 
unattended,^ or without having udininiatcred to him the 
conmion ofHces of humanity. 
His body was taken to 
’Parrytown, and interrod 'there. 
Rumors soon got 
abroad which created su.spicion that he came to his 
death by poison, and the body was disinterred, and the 
•toiiiach examined by three eminent physicians, to 
whom It appeared that the deceased had been poisoned. 
If the jury would not be s itwfied that the deceased 
came to his death Irom poison administered to him by 
the accused, then they would liave to inquire whether 
the prisoner had not cn,««d his death by the jirosscst 
ill-treatnient.
